URGED 1) SUPPORT 
ARMED FORCES 


Upland’s quota in the nation- 
wide third war loan campaign will 
be $475,000, according to an an- 
nouncement credited to W. H. 
Pattillo, county chairman of war 
bond sales, in San Bernardino on 
Monday. 

Although John W. Shepperson, 
Upland campaign chairman, has 
not yet received an official ae 
nouncement of the local quota, 
still the figure announced in San; 
Bernardino is thought to be ac- 











curate. The quota is set for the 
Upland township, the county | 
quota being apportioned in that | 
way. | 


The sum of $475,000 is far more 
than the 90 per cent increase over 
the second war loan quota tha 
the treasury department recently 
suggested as necessary. Upland’s 
quota in the second campaign was 
$207,000. However, at that time 
the sum of $244,000 was invested 
in bonds by the people of this 
township. 

WILL TAKE HARD WORK | 

In commenting on the local! 
quota this morning, Mr. Shepper-1 
son gravely considered the fig- 
ures, which are just short of half 
a million dollars. | 

“It’s going to take hard work 
and the patriotic cooperation of 
every citizen in the township,” , 
he said, “but the job has to be! 
done.” 

As soon as he receives his of- 
ficial instructions, the chairman 
will call together the committee 
that worked faithfully and suc- 
cessfully last spring and the cam- 
paign will be started immediate- 
ly after September 1. All bonds 
purchased during the month of | 
September will be counted in the 
quota. 

No one will be asked to give 
or “contribute” one cent, it was 
explained by the chairman. But! 
a vigorous effort will be made to | 
sell bonds to every man and wo- 
man, to every boy and girl, in the 
township. 

GOOD INVESTMENTS 

These bonds will be good com- 
mon sense investments, financial- 
ly. But of far more importance, 
they also will be bona fide in- 
vestments in victory and in peace. 

“The campaign committee will 
do its part,’ promised the chair- 
man. “It will be up to the peo- 
ple to do their part by buying the 
bonds. 

COUNTY QUOTA 

The San Bernardino announce- 
ment placed the county quota at 
$9,909,900. Ontario township’s 
quota is announced as $1,250,000, 
and the Cucamonga township, 
which includes Alta Loma, has 
been given a quota of $200,000.

SLIGHT TAX RATE 
GAIN IS REPORTED 


Upland’s combined tax rate for 
1943-44 is unofficially totaled as 
$5.07, this figure being made up 





| of all the taxes set by the various 


tax levying agencies. 

This figure, however, is sub- 
ject to revision pending the of- 
ficial receipt of the assessed valu- 
ation figures for Upland and the 
local township. 

The county supervisors set a 
tax rate figure of $1.40 at their 
meeting yesterday, this being a 
reduction of 30 cents over the 


| 1942-43 figure. 


The Upland city tax rate has 
been unofficially fixed at $1.33, 
an increase of 25 ‘cents over last 
year. The elementary school dis- 
trict rate is 84 cents and the bond 
rate is 44 cents, according to a 
report from Paul Nichols, county 
statistician. 

The Chaffey high school and 
junior college rates and the flood 
district rate make up the balance. 

In 1942-43 the combined rate 
was $4.96.

“Single persons whose  [pay- 
checks are being subjected to the 
20 per cent deduction will file if 
they will earn more than $2700 
this year, or if they actually earn- 
ed more ‘than that amount last 
year. Married persons under the 
same conditions will file if either 
this year’s or last year’s earnings 
exceeded $3500. In _ addition, 
every person who had outside in- 
come, such as dividends or inter- 
est or rents in excess of $100 in 
either year will file a return re- 
gardless of the amount of his sal- 
ary or wages.
